First American Forest Law | 

Was Written In Massachusetts Col- 

ony On March Twenty-Ninth, 
1626 


The Pennsylvania department of 
| forests and waters at Harrisburgh 
jrecently conducted an investigation

Reveals Secret OF 
Stradivarius Violin 


Letter Written By Famous Maker 
Found At Bergamo, Italy 
Italy expects again to lead in the 
manufacture of the world's best vio- 
lins, ns she did before Stradivarius, 
the master violin-maker of Cremona, 
took the secrets of his craft to his 

Grave two centuries ago. 

The method by which Stradivarius 
made the most precious violins in 
existence —how he treated woods and 
prepared varnish—-has been unearth- 
ed, and is now in the hands of the 
Italian authorities, which has se- 
questered the documents descriptive 
of his methods, 

Fumbling in an ancient desk 
which he had just bought, an Italian 
antiquarian found a secret drawer in 
which reposed what appeared to be 
a number of manuscripts written by 
Stradivarius, including a letter to 1 
priest in which he described in de- 
tail how he made his famous violins.
